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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that there is no ultraviolet 
cutoff filter in the excitation filter as shown in Figure 3 and that the small value of transmission of the excitation filter plot is due to the 
long wave pass filter and colored glass substrate, not due to a ultraviolet cutoff filter. In response to this argument, the Examiner 
disagrees and directs the applicants attention to column 5, lines 49-54 which states, The colored glass substrate absorbs light at 
wavelengths well removed from the bandpass filter region or filter edges, ...for example, the colored glass might absorb UV wavelengths 
or IR wavelengths". Therefore, the colored glass substrate does not necessarily provide the UV cutoff feature but the long-wave filter 
would provide this feature. Since the applicant has not provided any special definition in the description in regard to the "ultraviolet cutoff 
filter", the long wave filter is taken to read on this claim limitation. The Applicant further argues that the prior art does not disclose an 
excitation filter formed on a base plate. The Examiner disagrees and is interpreting the glass substrate as reading on the feature of "a 
base plate" given the broadest reasonable interpretation of this limitation.
